BRITISH TRAINING AWD BRITICH 
SPORTS.

passing through au field uf ict, which the 
vessel alternately crashed through and 
passed over, with a noise that at times 


resembled the rvar of urtiilers, Russian 

island, where the schev) is siLuated, was 
reushed after an+ hour's trip, whence 
vehicles conveyed the party Lo the school 
promises about six versts distant from the 
fanding stage. We drove over u deeply 
in-cutting bay, over a versl in width, 
frozen so hurd that heavily laden motor 
lorries cross it wilh impunity. Upon 
arrival at the school preniiscs we wers 
all successively introduced w General 

Sakaroff, who gave one the impression of 

being a man of strong will and detar- 

mination—the right man in the right 
place—who isin charge of the school, 
assisted by a staff of British instructors. 

The party then went to the exercise 
ground, where they witnessed the officers 
in training go through a series of mili- 
tary exercises aud mancuvres, which were 
concluded by a march past, headed by a 
banner presenied recently w the school 
by General Knox. 

The judicious alternation of healthy 
outdoor English sports and strenuous out 

| dvor work provided by tho curriculum 
has imparted a mobility in the general 
department of the officers under training 
which was particulariy voticeable. Speak 
ing with several of the junior officers, 
they stated that they thuroughly enjoyed 
the English sports. 

The party were thon served with lunch, 
after which the barracks, church, and 
various other buildings connected with 
the instructional school were inspected, 
which concluded the day's prograimno. 

WHOLLY SUPPORTED AND MAINTAINED SY 

BRITAIN 

The idea of. an officers’ truining school 
originated with General Kno&, and was 
itwmedianly adopted by the Russian milj- 
tary authoritics. Tho school was opened 
in December lust. It is wholly supported 
and maintained by the British Govern 
ment, and exemplifies in a practical man- 
ner the desire of Groat Britain to help 
Russia in her hour of trial, The school 
is doing excellent work in training Kus- 
sian officers for the new Russian army, 
which is now growing daily, and will 
develop into an important institution. 
At the-prosent time there are 500 officers 
wader training. It was intended thut the 
first course should be ono ef eight weoks’ 
duration, but it will be somewhat extend- 
ed. At the end of euch course, the officers 
-who are certified as being competent, will 
be sent to the front as army officers and 
instructors. Any one of those under- 
going training, who will be certified as 
““indifferent,’’ will be expelled from the 
school, and sent to the front as a private 
buldier. 

A feuture of the school is to bo the 
training of non-cominissioned officers. 
Such a class, trained to have control of 
men, and at the same time act as the right 
arm of the officers, was practically non- 
existunt in the old Russian ariny, One 
thousand men are now en route from 
Omsk for the achool, to undergo this 
especial training. 

The work of the school is greatly appre- 
cikted by the present Russian authoritice, 
and Admiral Koltehak has expressed his 
warm approval :of the school’s work. It 
15 .an institution in the extreme rear, 
where officers and instructors are under- 
going special training, im order to 
strengthen and make moro efficient tho 
forces at thy front now engaged in such 
deadly struggle with the clements of 
destruction, anurehy and’ licence.
